To the Legislature of the State of New Jersey : 

The State Board of Taxes and Assessment herewith submits its 
Sixth Annual Report : 

RATABLES. 

The assessed valuation of real and personal property subject to 
local taxation for the year 1921 in the taxing districts of the State, 
exclusive of bank and trust company stock, which is separately taxed, 
amounts to $3,519,841,268.75, an increase of $264,876,999.77 over the 
ratables of 1920. This is a marked advance in the State's ratables. 
The increase between 1919 and 1920, which was $222,800,164.80, 
was itself the largest increase since 1907. Nearly half of the in- 
crease for 1921 comes from the counties of Hudson and Essex alone. 

The following tabulation shows the valuations for 1920 and 1921, 
with the increase or decrease in each county :

The largest increase is in Hudson County, amounting to $66,634,- 
323. The County Board reports that this increase is due in a great 
measure to re-assessments made throughout the county, and par- 
ticularly on shore-front properties. The State Board increased sec- 
ond class railroad property about $14,000,000 and the assessors 
made a corresponding advance on adjacent properties locally assess- 
ed, usually increasing the land value by a percentage equivalent to 
the percentage of increase on the similarly situated railroad property. 

These re-assessments by the State Board and by the local assessors 
working under the direction of the County Board account for more 
than half of the total increase in the county. The balance is largely 
through general re-assessments made in several taxing districts, a 
general overhauling of the assessment rolls resulting in substantial 
increases. Nearly $15,000,000 of the increase is on personal prop- 
erty. 

Essex County shows an increase of $61,444,616, of which $36,000,- 
000 is on real estate and $25,000,000 on personal property. The 
County Board reports that the real estate increase should be at- 
tributed principally to the consideration given by the assessors to 
rents in arriving at their valuations, instructions to do this having 
been given by the County Board. This resulted in the addition of 
millions to the values of the previous year. 

It may be added that this was done under the provisions of Chapter 
356 of the Laws of 1920, which provided that the assessor, in de- 
termining the value of real estate, should ascertain the amount paid 
by the owner of the parcel and the amount of rents, if any, received 
for the preceding year, and should give these due and full considera- 
tion as two of the elements entering into and comprising such value. 
This provision, however, was repealed by Chapter 324 of the Laws 
of 192 1, and the only criterion of value definitely specified in the tax 
law remains as before, namely, what the property would sell for at 
a fair and bona fide sale by private contract on the first day of Octo- 
ber. In this connection it might be stated, however, that the Board 
has always held, even previous to the enactment of this legislative 
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direction, that the question of rents might properly be considered in 
establishing true value. 

Another reason for the increase in Essex County is a jump of 
$7,600,000 in the assessment against the Prudential Insurance Com- 
pany in Newark and still another is the improved system of assessing 
automobiles, the City of Newark having adopted, as a means of de- 
termining automobile values, the National Used Car Market Re- 
port, a quarterly publication used largely by automobile dealers and 
giving second-hand sales values of cars. From this source alone an 
increase of $5,000,000 was realized. Re-assessments by the County 
Board of the Boroughs of West Caldwell and Essex Fells resulted in 
a total increase of practically $2,000,000, and there was an increase 
of over $6,000,000 in the City of East Orange. One reason for this 
large increase in East Orange, in addition to the consideration of 
rentals, is that this City has been selected by builders of large apart- 
ment houses as the most desirable place in the county in which to 
locate. Many large apartments were built there last year, which con- 
stituted an important addition in a year when so little construction 
work was undertaken. 

Union County reports an increase of $35,400,121.32, of which over 
$30,800,000 is on real estate and over $4,700,000 on personal prop- 
erty. The largest increase comes from Linden Township and 
amounts to $11,789,946. The ratables of Elizabeth have advanced 
$10,135,943 and those of Plainfield $4,482,745, and smaller increases 
are shown by the other taxing districts throughout the county. 

Passaic County follows with an advance of $20,347,637 over the 
ratables of 1920. This is due to normal increase, and also to new 
construction of factory and residential property. Real estate values 
account for over $15,500,000 of this increase, and personalty has 
advanced nearly $5,000,000. 

Atlantic County's increase of $16,031,612 arises chiefly in Atlantic 
City, where nearly $14,000,000 has been added to the ratables. The 
total increase is almost wholly on real estate, personal property ac- 
counting for about $1,500,000 of the entire amount. 

Bergen County, with an increase of $15,897,110, reports that ap- 
proximately two-fifths of the increase is due to normal growth and 
the remainder to the fact that the County Board revised the assess- 
ments on buildings and personalty in a number of districts through- 
out the county. Of the total increase, $12,786,499 is on real estate. 

The advance of $11,380,206 in Camden County is reported by the 
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County Board to be largely due to increased sales prices of property 
and corresponding increases in assessments, particularly in certain 
districts which the assessors considered were assessed too low for the 
previous year. The increase on real estate is over $8,000,000 and 
tbei increase on personalty is nearly $3,000,000. 

In Middlesex County the increase of $9,263,784 was largely 
brought about by a revision of the assessments in New Brunswick, 
South River, Perth Amboy and North Brunswick, the remainder 
being accounted for by normal growth.

Bank and trust company stock, which is not taxed at local rates 
and therefore is not included in the foregoing, is valued at $106,- 
783,504. The total tax on this class of property levied by the County 
Boards at a flat rate of ^ of 1%, amounts to $800,876.28. 

The valuations of main stem, tangible personalty and franchises 
of railroads and canals, assessed by the State Board at the average 
rate of taxation, as well as the franchise taxes on miscellaneous cor- 
porations and the franchise and gross receipts taxes against public 
utilities, are set forth elsewhere in this report. None of these con- 
stitutes a part of the local ratables. 

The average rate of taxation, which is assessed against main stem, 
tangible personalty and franchises of railroads and canals and the 
gross receipts of certain public utilities, is $3.44 for 1921. 

The following amounts are returned by the County Boards of 
Taxation as the value of property specifically exempted from taxa- 
tion. It does not include intangible personalty, such as exempt stocks 
or bonds. Such property is not separately listed.

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APPEALS. 

In its appellate capacity the Board has received appeals from local 
assessments and from the assessments on first and second class rail- 
road property, franchise taxes on miscellaneous corporations, and 
franchise and gross receipts taxes on public utilities. 

An important amendment to the law providing for the franchise 
tax on miscellaneous corporations is embodied in Chapter no of 
the Laws of 1921. Under the old law a corporation was forced to 
appeal from the franchise tax assessment within four months from 
the date of the tax levy. The amendment dispenses with the four 
months limitation and at the present time an appeal may be taken to 
the Board at any time before the payment of the tax. Formerly, if 
the appeal was not taken within four months, certiorari proceedings 
to the Supreme Court were necessary. The new act dispenses with 
this procedure.

By Mr. Jess : This case was submitted to the Board on a stipulation which 
was found to be deficient evidentially as to facts essential to a determination 
of the question to be decided. By agreement of counsel and with the con- 
sent of the Board depositions were taken before a Master in Chancery con- 
cerning the use of the building, the taxability of which is in controversy. 

The petitioner is the First Baptist Church of Passaic. On or about October 
1st, 1917, the petitioner purchased a lot of land adjoining its Church prop- 
erty on which was erected a building which had been used for many years 
as a private residence, known as No. 150 Gregory Avenue. The property so 
purchased was assessed for taxation for the year 1918 at a valuation of 
$5»450 for the land and of $1,800 for the improvements thereon. An appeal 
from this assessment was taken to the Passaic County Board of Taxation on 
the ground that the property was exempt from taxation under the provisions 
of the General Tax Act as amended. The appeal was dismissed and the 
assessment was affirmed. We are now asked to reverse this action of the 
County Board. 

The testimony on behalf of the petitioner is that the former owner of the 
premises in question vacated them at about the time of the sale, and that on 
December 26th, 1917, the Church began the work of repairing the building 
which progressed for some time thereafter. On May 2, 1918, the property was 
used by the Church for a reception and social and "was thereafter held for 
such Church uses as might be necessary." On May 20th, 1918, the building 
was physically unoccupied. "The reason why it was unoccupied," quoting 
from the deposition of t;he President of the Church's Board of Trustees, "is 
that the Church was on said date temporarily without a pastor, and the 
Church was then considering the calling of a new pastor, and this condition 
continued until on or about February ist, 191 9, when the Church succeeded in

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securing a pastor who has since occupied the said house as a parsonage." 

The same witness testified that the property in question was bought by the 
Church for the purpose of being used as a parsonage to take the place of the 
house which had theretofore been used for that purpose and which sub- 
sequently was sold. At the time of the assessment of 1918, the dwelling 
owned by the Church and devoted to the purposes of a parsonage was ex- 
empted from taxation. 

On the undisputed facts it is clear that the claim for exemption cannot be 
allowed. It is manifest that the building in question was not a parsonage 
within the meaning of the Tax Act, since it was not "actually occupied as a 
parsonage by the officiating clergyman" as required by section 3, subdivision 
4 of the General Tax Act. It was not actually used for "religious worship" 
on the assessing date, nor was it at that time in actual use for any of the 
purposes which would entitle it to exemption. The statutory requirement of 
actual use must be strictly construed. Borough of Longport v. Bamberger 
Seashore Home, 102 Atl. Rep. 633; Institute of Holy Angels v. Borough of 
Fort Lee, 80 N. J. Law 545. The cases cited make it immaterial whether or 
not the building was in course of preparation for a use which would entitle 
it to immunity from taxation. 

The argument that the land in question should be exempted on the ground 
that it is "necessary for the fair use and enjoyment" of the Church overlooks 
the requirement of the provision which limits the exemption to the identical 
tract upon which the building is erected. Sisters of Charity v. Thompson, 73 
N. J. Law 199. Moreover, as was said in Church of the Redeemer v. Axtell, 
41 N. J. Law 117, the appropriation of the land to a use distinct from that 
of religious worship shows conclusively that the land was not necessary for 
the fair use and enjoyment of the Church. 

The assessment should be affirmed.

By Mr. Jess : This appeal involves an assessment of $32,000 on property of 
the petitioner, levied by the City of Jersey City, and affirmed by the Hud- 
son County Board of Taxation. We are asked to cancel the assessment on two 
grounds, first that the property was in transit as an export and second, that 
it was not within the territorial jurisdiction of Jersey City at the assessing 
date. 
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With respect to the first ground of appeal the facts are : The American Milk 
Products Corporation is organized under the laws of the State of Delaware. 
Its objects as set forth in its certificate of incorporation are "to engage solely 
in export trade as the term export trade is defined in the Act;. of Congress 
approved April 10, 1918," known as the Webb-Pomerene Act. : The principal 
office of the company is in the City of Wilmington. It has an office also in 
New York City but none in New Jersey. The property in question consisted 
of 10,000 cases of evaporated milk, which had been purchased by the petitioner 
from the Helvetia Milk Condensing Company in Illinois for shipment abroad. 
The milk was held in the Hudson Stores from August 17, 191 9, until sometime 
in November or December. 

The Assistant Secretary-Treasurer of the petitioner testified that the milk 
was stored in the Hudson Stores "because we started them from the fac- 
tory in anticipation of a heavy fall demand for evaporated milk in Europe. 
We cabled abroad, also by correspondence with our agents, to ascertain which 
was the better place for us to make shipment; in other words, to complete our 
arrangements." The milk subsequently was shipped to Rotterdam and was 
sold by the exporter after arrival at that port. 

Mr. Major was asked: "Why did you originally store it in the warehouse, 
either in Jersey City or Hoboken?" He answered "Because we started the 
goods from the factory before making up our minds where we were going to 
ship them, except that they were to go abroad." And further: "We didn't 
know what point abroad we were going to ship them." Q. "And you held 
them here until you could determine that point?" A. "Yes." 

The foregoing facts make it necessary for us to find that the property of 
the petitioner acquired a situs in New Jersey and became subject to local 
taxation. Lehigh & Wilkes-Barre Coal Co. v. Junction, 68 Atl. 806. 

The remaining question concerns the precise location of the property on the 
assessing date. The petitioner contends that the milk was then in the ware- 
houses of the Hudson Stores at Hoboken, while the respondent insists that 
it was in the storehouses of the same company situated in Jersey City. 

The assessment levied by Jersey City was based upon a report made to the 
local assessors by the Hudson Stores and sworn to as true and correct by 
Sodie Goldstein, a bookkeeper for the Stores Corporation. This showed 
under a heading "Material in storage in our warehouses at 15th & Provost 
Streets, Jersey City, N. J., or known as warehouses Nos. 2 and 3, on October 
1st, 1919," the property in question. At the hearing before this Board it was 
testified that the milk was shipped to Hoboken and warehouse receipts were 
produced dated August 8th, 1919, showing its storage in the warehouse of 
the Hudson Stores at Ferry Street and Park Avenue, Hoboken. These, of 
course, could have little probative force as to the location of the property on 
October ist, and would be entirely consistent with the later evidence in the 
form of a verified statement by an employee of the warehouse made up from 
its books, that the property was in Jersey City on the assessing diate. It was 
brought out at the hearing, however, that the same employee in the coiitrse 
of the proceedings on appeal before the County Board had made another 
affidavit in which he set forth that his previous sworn statement was incor- 
rect and that the milk should have been reported as stored in Hoboken on 
October ist. Upon the disclosure of this conflict in the affidavits, this Board 
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adjourned the hearing for the purpose of giving the petitioner an opportunity 
to produce Mr. Goldstein as a witness. He was not produced at the ad- 
journed hearing and on the record before it the Board is satisfied that the 
assessment should stand. 
The action of the Hudson County Board of Taxation therefore is affirmed.

By Mr. Jess: The question to be decided on this appeal is whether the 
land and buildings, the legal title to which is in a corporation known as "The 
Trustees of Miss Fine's School," are exempt from taxation. The property 
is situate in the Borough of Princeton and is assessed as follows : 

Land on Boudinot Street $ 750 

Land on Boudinot Street 5,000

The corporation owning this property filed its certificate on March 29, 1919, 
and was formed under the Act of 1898 to incorporate associations not for 
pecuniary profit. The purpose of the corporation, as stated in its charter, is 
"To perpetuate the day school founded in Princeton by Miss May Margaret 
Fine and to maintain in Princeton a day school for girls and for boys under 
thirteen years of age in order that the families of persons connected with the 
educational institutions located there and of others residing in the town of 
Princeton may always be afforded facilities for the education of their children 
that will be worthy of Princeton traditions." 

The incorporation was in pursuance of an agreement between May Mar- 
garet Fine of the first part and John Grier Hibben, Ralph B. Pomeroy, 
Eleanor C. Marquand, Louis E. Laflin and Isaac S. Wheaton, of the second 
part. The preamble to this agreement recited that it was proposed "to raise 
a fund for the purchase of property, the acquisition or the erection of a school 
building and the endowment of the school now being conducted at Princeton, 
New Jersey, by the party of the first part, to the end that the Town of Prince- 
ton shall be provided with a permanent school affording the advantages offered 
by private schools in large cities." Paragraph eight of the agreement sets out 
that "the trust herein defined is not created for profit but all funds at any time 
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coming into the hands of the trustees shall be used and applied solely for the 
benefit of said school." 

The scheme contemplated by the agreement and made operative by the 
subsequent organization of the corporation was that the private school thereto- 
fore conducted by Miss Fine should continue under the supervision of trus- 
tees and the direct personal management of Miss Fine, as principal. In 
furtherance of this plan the sum of $8,000 was raised by voluntary contribu- 
tions, and a lot of land on Boudinot Street was purchased by the trustees, on 
which it was purposed to erect a school building when funds should be raised 
for that purpose. Later the trustees learned that they could acquire the prop- 
erty known as the Princeton Inn. The corporation then was formed and the 
Inn purchased for $50,000. The entire purchase price was secured by the 
assumption of a first mortgage for $25,000 at 6 per cent., and the creation of a 
second mortgage for $25,000 at 5 per cent. 

Miss Fine transferred to the corporation the good will of the school and 
certain school furniture without any monetary consideration. The balance 
sheet of the school for the year ending September ist, 1920, showed total 
receipts of $24,160.79 and total expenditures of $23,658.55. The receipts in- 
cluded the sum of $19,605 for tuition, $1,275 for endowment and $1,448 for 
rental of rooms to students and teachers. The expenditures included $15,- 
008.50 for salaries and $1,525 for interest on the first mortgage. No interest 
was paid on the second mortgage and no payments, or provision for payments, 
made upon the principal of either of the mortgages. No money was set aside 
for taxes. The apparent surplus of $502.24 resulted from the fact that at 
the time the balance sheet was prepared the principal had declined to take 
the balance of $500 due her on her salary which the trustees had fixed at 
$3,000. If this amount be taken into account as well as the liability for 
interest on the second mortgage, the result is a deficit of more than $700. 

We think that this institution is within the purview of section 203, sub- 
division 4 of the Tax Act (Revision of 1918). This exempts "all buildings 
actually used for colleges, schools, academies or seminaries; ♦ ♦ ♦ the 
land whereon * * * the buildings ♦ ♦ ♦ are erected, and which may 
be necessary for the fair enjoyment thereof, and which is devoted to the 
purposes above mentioned and to no other purpose, and does jnot es^ceed five 
acres in extent; * * ♦ provided, however, * * ^ that said bi|ildings» 
or the lands on which they stand, or the associations, corporjations; or in- 
stitutions using and occupying the same as aforesaid, are not conducted for 
profit, ♦ ♦ ♦ provided, further, that the foregoing exemptions shall apply 
only where the association, corporation or institution claiming the exemption 
owns the property in question and is incorporated or organized under the 
laws of this State and authorized to carry out the purposes on account of 
which such exemption is claimed." 

The school conducted by the appellant meets these several tests imposed by 
the statute. Under the trust agreement which resulted in transferring the 
school from individual to corporate control, the institution cannot be con- 
ducted for profit. The evidence shows that no profit has been made, and 
discloses nothing which is not entirely consistent with the claim of the ap- 
pellant that no profit is designed or desired.

Per Curiam: The prosecutors by these three writs challenge the valua- 
tion for taxes of 1920 of some six parcels of land in the Borough of East 
Rutherford. The several tracts are, for the most part, similarly situated, and 
the three appeals were heard together before the State Board of Taxes and 
Assessment, which affirmd the valuations brought up. Prosecutors claim these 
valuations are excessive. With the exception of one challenged ruling on 
the admission of testimony, the controversy is purely one of fact. Under the 
statute, our duty is to re-examine the evidence, and if it appear that the 
valuation is too great, then to amend it and reduce it to the proper and just 
amount, and reverse as to the excess only. P. L. 1918, p. 870, Sec. 512, a re- 
enactment of C. S. 5122, sec. 38. See Royal ManufactuHng Co. v. Rahway, 
75 N. J. L. 416. ' 

We find that with two exceptions the valuations are too high. The bulk 
of the property is tidal marsh, remote from the Hackensack River, remote 
from the Paterson Plank Road, the only common road in the vicinity and 
substantially inaccessible from the upland. It is not improved and is of a 
piece with the many square miles of Hackensack meadow familiar to residents 
of Hudson and Bergen Counties. The only witness to the valuation generally 
of $200 per acre was the local assessor, who is not a specialist in real estate 
matters. On the other side were two real estate men in business close by one 
of whom said $75 per acre for this class of property was a very high figure, 
and the other gave $50 per acre as a fair value in his judgment. One tract 
of 149 acres was part of a larger one which the railroad company had paid 
about $200 an acre for some years ago when it wished to get rid of certain 
rights of navigation and abolish a drawbridge, but these were special condi- 
tions, and apparently the right of eminent domain was at least very doubtful.

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The tract of 2.42 acres was abandoned on the hearing, so that value stands 
at $750. It is improved property fronting on the Plank Road. 

The tract of 37/100 acre, valued at $55.00 if not worth that, is worth noth- 
ing, and may stand at that figure. 

The other tracts should be reduced to $75.00 per acre, and the taxes afhrmed 
so far as based on that valuation ; but set aside as to any excess. 

Prosecutors are entitled to costs.

1. Taxation — Personalty in Possession of Trustee in Bankruptcy Liable 

TO Taxation in District where Found. 

Personal property of a bankrupt, in the possession of a trustee in bank- 
ruptcy, is liable to taxation in the taxing district where such property is 
"found" on the date fixed by law for assessment of taxes; and this includes 
money deposited in bank. 

2. Taxation — Statutory Provision that Personalty in Possession of 

Trustee shall be Assessed in his Name Directory Merely. 

The statutory provision that "personal property in the possession or under 
the control of a trustee * * ♦ ♦ shall be assessed in his name as such" 
(4 Comp. St. 1910, p. 5091), is merely directory, and has no force in exempting 
the property itself from the general language of the statute making such 
property taxable. 

3. Taxation — Ministerial Court Officer in Possession of Seized Property 

NOT Liable for Tax Thereon. 

It seems that a ministerial officer of court having in his possession seized 
property by virtue of court process is not liable for tax thereon; but this 
does not exempt the property itself. 

4. Taxation — Vessel Permanently Moored Within State Awaiting Sale 

Liable for Taxes Therein. 

A vessel permanently moored in the tidewaters of New York Bay or the 
Hudson river within the territorial lines of New Jersey, awaiting sale, and 
so found on the date of the annual assessment, is liable to taxation in New 
Jersey.

1. Municipal Corporations — In Adjusting Taxes and other Municipal

Where taxes and other municipal liens were attempted to be adjusted by 
commissioners of adjustment, they should not group several lots in one parcel 
and adjust the liens in a single sum for each year against the group. 

2. Municipal Corporations — Where Error is Discovered in Adjustment, 

Report Matter may be Referred Back. 

Where error is discovered in the report of the commissioners for adjust- 
ment of taxes and other municipal liens, the circuit court may refer the mat- 
ter back for correction. 

3. Municipal Corporations — Where Second Report Stated Readjustment 

BY Order of Court, it will be Presumed that the Matter was 
Referred Back. 

Where the first report of the commissioners of adjustment as to taxes and 
other municipal liens was defective and the second report recited that it was 
readjusted by ohder of the court, it will thereafter be presumed when tax 
titles are questioned that such an order was made though none could be dis- 
covered. 

4. Municipal Corporations — Where Report of Commissioners of Adjust- 

ment OF Taxes Recited Order of Court, Owner Cannot, Years Later, 
Attack Tax Title for Absence of Order. 

As the owner of land is charged with knowledge of the recital in a report 
of the commissioners of adjustment that it was readjusted by order of the 
court, he cannot, many years after, during which time the order may have been 
lost, attack a tax title based on the second report, on the ground there was 
no order of court. 

5. Municipal Corporations — Certiorari is Remedy to Attack Proceedings 

OF Commissioners of Adjustment as to Taxes. 

Where the original report of the commissioners of adjustment as to taxes 
and other municipal liens was defective and a second report was made, 
certiorari is the proper remedy to attack the second report on the ground 
that it was not authorized by order of court. 
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6. Municipal Corporations—Court of Equity is Without Jurisdiction 

Because Remedy by Certiorari has Been Lost. 

That remedy by certiorari to attack a report of the commissioners of ad- 
justment as to taxes and other municipal liens has been lost by lapse of time 
does not give a court of equity jurisdiction. 

7. Municipal Corporations — Questions of Doubt as to Tax Title will be 

Resolved Against Complainant where his Conduct is Inequitable. 

Where complainant secretly went about premises for purpose of asserting 
in the future that defendant who held a tax title was not in possession not- 
withstanding complainant knew of defendant's title, a court of equity will 
resolve every doubt against complainant 

8. Adverse Possession — Evidence Insufficient to Show Adverse Possession. 

In a suit to quiet title to lands which had been sold for taxes but to which 
complainant, the successor in interest of the original owner, asserted he had 
acquired adverse title, evidence held insufl&cient to establish such title. 

9. Municipal Corporations— Tax Deed Takes with it Possession. 

Under Conveyancing Act, sec. 119, a tax deed given by a municipality under 
the Martin Act carries with it possession as an ordinary convejrance in view 
of the provision that the purchaser shall take good and sufficient title to the 
property sold in fee simple, and that such a deed shall be presumptive evi- 
dence. 

10. Municipal Corporations— Tax Title is Superior where there was no 

Possession. 

Where the lands were vacant and there was no evidence of occupancy, a 
tax title under Martin Act is superior, as it is where the grantee wsis in 
possession before the successor to the original owner who asserted an adverse 
title instituted suit to quiet title.

In appraising (pursuant to the Transfer Inheritance Tax Act) the value 
of shares of stock owned by decedent in a close corporation, it is not error 
for the comptroller to consider among the assets of the corporation an item 
of good will carried oil the books of the corporation and sworn to by the 
treasurer of the corporation ; there being no evidence that such item was not 
in fact an asset of the company. 

2. Taxation — Transfer of Corporate Stock in Lieu of Testamentary Dis- 

position Held "Transfer Made in Contemplation of Death."

Decedent about one year before his death, aged 71, although in no expecta- 
tion of early decease, contemporaneously with the making of his will, assigned 
and delivered to his son shares of stock constituting about three-fourths of his 
entire estate, the son agreeing in return to pay to decedent a life annuity equal 
in amount to the annual dividend on the stock. Held, that such transfer was 
made "in contemplation of death," and properly taxed.

3. Taxation — Collateral Inheritance Tax Statute Does not Create Lien 

FOR Such Tax. 

Under the Collateral Inheritance Tax Act of 1894, in view of sections 2 and 
6, and in view of Act April 20, 1909 (P. L. p. 329) sec. 5, despite section 22, 
of Act May 15, 1894 (P. L. p. 325), such a tax is not a lien by virtue of the 
statute, but simply creates a tax out of which a lien can be fashioned by fol- 
lowing up the procedure provided for such purpose. 

4. Taxation — Sale by Executor to Pay Collateral Inheritance Tax Must 

BE Within Year.

The tax levied by this Board upon the property of Railroad and Canal 
Corporations for the year 1921, as provided for by the act entitled "An act 
to revise and amend an act for the taxation of railroad and canal property, 
approved April tenth, one thousand eight hundred and eighty-four" (which 
revision was approved March 27, 1888), and the various acts supplemental 
thereto and amendtory thereof, was based upon the valuations fixed for the 
year 1921, with the application of the tax rates of 1921 to these valuations. 

This change from the previous year was brought about by the enactment 
■of Chapter 138, Laws of 1921, enabling this Board to apply the tax rates of 
the year in which the railroad tax is due and payable. 

The assessment for the year 1921 of property used for railroad or canal 
purposes was levied against one hundred and three railroad corporations 
and one canal company. A statement of the description of the routes and 
the names of the taxing districts through which these various roads extend 
and the assessed valuation of the property taxed for State uses at the "aver- 
age rate of taxation" of the State, is appended to this Report.

During the year 1920, there were 2,493 new companies incorporated subject 
to the State franchise tax, and on March 28, 1921, by proclamation of the 
Governor, the charters of 1,080 companies were forfeited for non-payment 
of tax, thereby making a net gain in the number of companies taxable for 
1921 of 1,413. 

Pursuant to Chapter no. Laws of 1921, the time limit within which Mis- 
cellaneous Corporations may appeal to this Board where an assessment of 
franchise tax is considered excessive or unjust, is removed, thereby simpli- 
fying the method of procedure in the matter of appeals for this class of cor- 
porations.

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Previous to the amendment to Section 5 of Chapter 195, Laws of 1900, by- 
Chapter 17, Laws of 1917, the rate of tax levied against all classes of public 
utility corporations except street railway corporations was two per cent. By 
the amendment the rate on all classes except street rsrilway corporations 
(which are now taxed at the rate of five per cent.)i and corporations whose 
gross receipts are not in excess of $50,000, was increased by one per cent, 
each year, beginning with the year 1918, until the maximum rate of five per 
cent, was reached, the tax levied and assessed for the years 1920 and 1921, 
based upon the gross receipts for the year ending December 31st next pre- 
ceding, was at the maximum rate of five per cent 
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Gross Receipts Tax 



This Act (Chapter 25, Laws of 1919) provides for the taxation of the 
gross receipts of Street Railway, Traction, Gas and Electric Light, Heat and 
Power Corporations using or occupying public streets, highways, roads or 
other public places, in lieu of the taxation of certain property of such cor- 
porations, at the "average rate of taxation" of the State (which for the 
year 1921 was $3,440 per $100 valuation), and is apportioned in proportion to 
the value of the personal property of this class of corporations, as certified 
to this Department by the County Boards of Taxation. This tax is due and 
payable in the same manner and at the same time as the franchise tax. 

Previous to the passage of this Act, this class of property was assessed and 
taxed by the local assessors at the rate of taxation in the districts where sit- 
uated. 

Assessments based upon returns made under the provisions of this act were 
levied against 93 corporations for the year 1921, amounting in the aggregate 
to $2,881,791.92, which is an increase of $936,222.04 over the assessment for 
1920, classified as follows:
